Reasons for Allowance 



1 . Claims 1 1 -35 are allowed. 

2. Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Applicant(s) invention relates to a multiple motor/generator system, and more 
specifically, to a configurable multiple reversible motor/generator system connected to a 
grid. 

The system has a plurality of electrical induction motors capable to be utilized as 
generators with mechanical prime movers, as wind or hydraulic, and with electrical or 
mechanical loads, operating in the combination of motor modes or generator modes, as 
disclosed.
